Bunny Hall, near Nottingham, has a remarkable history, 
indeed, it is improbable that its vicissitudes have a parallel. 
It was originally the residence of the Parkyn’s family, whose ancestry 
dates back to the reign of Elizabeth. In the Church is to be seen 
a tablet to the memory of Richard Parkyns who died in 1603, but the 
one whose memory will remain prominently fixed in the minds of the 
inhabitants of the Village as well as visitors is Sir Thomas Parkyns, 
the son of the first Baronet, whose first work on coming into the 
Estate in 1684, was to devote himself to the interests of the 
surrounding peasantry. The chief thing, however, which he achieved 
was when he established an annual wrestling match in the Village 
in 1712, he himself having a very great love of this sport. There 
is a fine tribute to his memory on the walls of the Parish Church. 
He died in 1721, His son lived to a ripe old age and was a 
very keen follower of hounds. Incidentally, it may be mentioned 
that the Baronetcy was conferred by King Charles the First, for 
services in the Civil Wars on Colonel Isharn Parkyns, who 
successfully held the garrison at Ashby-de-la-Zouch known as 
the “ Place.” The Barony in the Irish peerage was conferred in 
1795 upon tlic fourth Baronet who assumed the title of Lord Raneliffe. 

The heirlooms pertaining to the Raneliffe family have 
passed with the Estate since the beginning of the 18th century 
and comprise a choice collection of 18th century family plate, 
coffee and teapots, soup tureens, a remarkable set of 6 sauce 
tureens, 8 massive salts, salvers, and other pieces of rare design 
and fine workmanship. Important examples of English furniture; 
Temp. William III. Queen Anne, and the Georges, specimens of 
Buhl furniture, choice examples ot porcelain from Sevres and other 
French factories in soft and hard pastes; English porcelains and 
Oriental wares; Miniatures and other art property. 

A series of family portraits from the middle of the 18th 
century, including the fine portraits of Mrs. Parkyns (the engraved 
work, by Hoppner) the first Lord Raneliffe (by Hoppuer) and Sir 
Thomas Parkyns (the wrestler), etc., etc.; and also a very interesting 
and valuable Library collected by Lord Raneliffe, comprising History, 
Biography, Travels, Topography, Illustrated Books, and numerous 
works in French, etc., in the finest possible condition, mostly bound 
in calf leather.
